NO PLOT, SAYS 
THE GRAND JURY. 


DECLARES Ali: REPORTS OF A 
CONSPIRACY AGAINST THE 
CHIEF ARE FALSE. 

After examining a score of wit- 
nesses the grand jury yesterday filed

Partly 
grown birds should get, whenever possible, 
a continuation of this treatment, with a 
dab of grease (rendered deadly for head 
lice by being mixed with a small amount of 
sulphur, kerosene, or carbolic acid) rubbed 
onto the head in addition. Roosting poles, 
and the interior of any turkey houses where 
old birds are kept, should be sprayed regu- 
larly with a strong lice-killer or other germ- 
icide or disinfectant—ordinarily not less 


than once a month during the winter, and 
oftener during warm weather. | 
Whenever possible the nest brood- 


‘ie wane should be treated to a good germicide 
spray before being used. This should be 
done several days before the baby turks are 
confined in the disinfected quarters, so that 
they themselves will run no danger of being 
injured by lingering fumes. 

Whenever a turkey is actually taken sick, 
it should be separated immediately from the 
remainder of the flock. If the sickness is 
roup or any one of the other particularly 
contagious diseases, the best thing to do 
under most circumstances is to stage a 
prompt execution, followed by cremation. 

After the sick bird has been removed and 
done away With, the drinking vessels of the 
flock should be thoroughly washed and filled 
with clean water, disinfected by potassium 
permanganate; the roosting poles and siee~- 
ing quarters—or, if the birds are yarded, 
the houses and yarde—should be sprayed 
with Lee's Lice Killer er some other equally 
good germicide. Any of the remaining birds 
that seem in the least dumpy should be 
}caught and given a liver pill on gerferal 
principles. .An added precaution, when- 
ever practicable, is to catch the other birds 
and dust them for lice. 

Whenever, after the proper precautions 
for the safety of the rest of the flock have 
been taken, it seems advisable to try to cure 
the bird that is sick, about the best general 
weapons that can be used are oil and liver 
pills. A teaspoonful of castor oil is about 
the right dose fer a grown turkey. The oil 
and liver pjll should not be used together, 
as the latter also contains a laxative. Use 
liver pills when birds are dumpy and with- 
out appetite; use castor oil for dysentery 
and other bowel troubles.”

at first to be otherwise unaffected. The only 
treatment that I have found at all effective 
against this trouble is the repeated appli 
cation of peroxide of hydrogen or a wéak 
solution of carbolic acid to the affected 
joints. 
The dreaded white diarrhoea, concerning 
which there has been a good deal writtén, 
is confined for the most part to very young 
birds; any, poult less than a week old that 
develops this trouble should be not only 
kept away from the rest of the baby turks, 
but should not be allowed to travel over 
ground which other turkeys will range later.

Agricultural Legislation. 


A digest of some of the most important 
bills affecting agriculture which are now be 
fore our State Legislature has been pre- 
pared by the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce. We note the revival of the old 
eight-hour law, the establishment of free 
markets, the control of weeds and what-not. 
Out of the mass a few new laws will emerge, 
and there is nothing so alarming in the list: 
but that it can be successfully handled after 
it has survived the ordeals of passage 
through both houses ‘and the Governor's 
hands. 

The attempt to revive the fencing law, in 
so far as it relates to homesteaders upon 
the Forest Reserve, is being pressed with 
much vigor by the strong interests holding 
grazing privileges, The old question of 
whether we must fence our neighbor's cat- 
tle out he must fence his cattle in, is in- 
volved. The bill provides that a homestead- 
er must fence his place so that his neigh- 
bors’ cattle cannot get in, and prohibits ac- 
tion against the owner of cattle for any 
damage done. In California the “no-fence”

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MEXICAN STORIES. _| 
BELIEF in the Weeping Woman is 
common throughout all Mexico. In 
the remotest mountain fastnesses, in 
the loneliest Indian villages, in the heart of 
the great cities, always are there to be met 
people who have heard of her or seen her. 
In that beautiful semi-natural park called 
“El Bosque de San Pedro” appeared “La 
Liorata.” 
This bosque is the remains of a primeval 


f¥ crossed, at one extreme, by one of Mex- 
ico’s noblest and loftiest aqueducts, and lim- 
ited, on its northern side, by a wide stone 
causeway leading from the church of Our 
Lady of Lourdes to that of San Diego. In 
front of the Church of San Diego are the 
remains of what was once a noble grove of

It is related that there was once a very 
rich man who often came to the fathers of 
San Diego to be shriven; some great crime 
weighed upon him.
